It is known that, in the past, DAVIS has often 
vooiferously announced his objections to the "do-nothing* 
attitudes displayed by the CP leadership and has recently 
been depicted as being despised by a great majority of the 
top CP leadership. In the past however, even with these 
objections, DAVIS has never given any concrete indication of 
his possibly leaving the CP. It is known DAVIS personally knows 
Representative ADAM CLAYTON POWELL and holds POWELL in high 
esteem. The distinct possibility exists that if POWELL has, 
in fact, spoken to DAVIS as indicated above, and made some 
overture to him, DAVIS may well renounce hia affiliation with 
the CP.

She very 
firmly stated that aha is desirous of clearing" herself of 
the taint of Communism, by exposing herself as an informant 
of the FBI. She has stated that she has during her many 
years of loyal service to the FBI lost numerous dose friends 
and alienated a number of close relatives because of her 
Communist activities. 


b^ She now feels that she wishes to relieve herself of 

this burden and resume a normal life. She''stated that her 
purpose in openly condemning Ccomunlsm is primarily for the 
purpose of Justifying her position and restoring the confidence 
of her friends and relatives In her. 


Inasmuch as this is contrary to the Bureau's wishes 
as outlined In referenced letter, Los Angeles recommends that 
consideration be given to have her return to Cleveland, Ohio, 
to appear openly before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, thus serving a definite counterintelligence purpose 
as well as Justifying her past activities. 


The Cleveland Office is also requested to give this 
matter consideration and furnish Los Angeles and the Bureau 
with their opinions. Los Angeles is not in a position to 
evaluate her potential as a witness because of a lack of 
knowledge of her extensive CF activities.

groups or individuals. He thanked the Agents for their 
courteous attitudes and terminated the interview by stating 
he did not care to engage in further discussion as no purpose 
would be served. _ 

As indicated abovejl^^^^was not cooperative 
during the Interview which lasted for approximately twenty 
minutes. He maintained only a quasi-cordial attitude 
toward the "Agents. He remained highly alert and on guard 
during the interview as though he feared he was about to be 
tricked. Through his demeanor and conversation he conveyed 
the impression to the Agents that he was trying to lead 
them to believe that he was somewhat of a ^uper patriot 
whose Ideals of democracy were above the common level of 
understanding. However, he would not elaborate on hi a 
statements nor di3cusa the details of any of his activities. 

He manifested an unfriendly attitude toward the Bureau and 
its responsibilities. Concerning the conflicting philosophies 
of the United States and the Soviet Union, he attempted to 
convey an attitude of complete indifference. 

In view of the above, it is felt the subject is 
not amenable to further interview and offers no potential 
as a Security Informant, It Is the opinion of the 
interviewing agents that subject continues to be sympathetic 
toward the Communist movement, having had ample opportunity 
during the interview to refute this conclusion, and that 
he is merely awaiting a more opportune and convenient time 
to openly manifest hie true stand concerning communism. In 
view of subject's temperraent and uncooperative attitude, no 
further Interview is contemplated by Los Angeles in the 
absence of additional information which would indicate his 
attitude has changed as it is felt further contact with the 
subject could possibly lead to embarrassment to the Bureau. 

The recommendation set forth on Form FD 30i3 of
